The militant enthusiasm of

The manifesto of the Ameri- 
can League was submitted to the 
Congress by John M. Weather- 
wax of the California Committee 
Against War. Weatherwax made 
it clear that the effort to or- 
ganize opposition against war 
and fascism was beyond parties, 
races, nationalities, and religions. 

Dr. Alonzo Reynolds of the 
Methodist Episcopal Chure h 
brought a graphic account ot 
the meetings of the National 
Congress in New York. 

Greetings and pledges of sup- 
port were brought by speakers 
from many groups, including 
Sydney Terwilliger, secretary of 
the Anti-Fascist Action, Gross 
W. Alexander of the Methodist 
Chureh, the ICOR, the Young 
Communist League, the Japanese 
Proletarian League, and Ezra 
Chase, representing the Workers 
Ex-servicemen’s League. Chase 
had just ben released from jail, 
where he had been held for par- 
ticipating in struggles for un- 
employment relief. 

Lawrence’ Ross, representing 
the Communist Party, spoke in 
apvroval of the manifesto of the 
national congress. ‘“‘War and Fas- 
cism,” he said, ‘are the continu-

ation by forcible means of every- 
day polities.” 

“The Communist Party,” he 
continued, “is glad to work with 
pacifist groups .in so far as they 
are willing to enter the work on 


a basis of struggle. But if war 
is to be eradicated, it must be 


eradicated by getting at its roots, 
the capitalist system.

With the sailing from San 
Francis:o this week of the Nel- 
son steamer *‘Missoula’’ carrying 
salt to the Vladivostok fisheries, 
and the expected arrival soon 
in Pacifie ports of crews and 
ships flying the Hammer and 
Sickle, workers of the west are 
realizing that after sixteen 
years of slanders and lies by 
American press and capitalists 
recognition of the Workers and 
Farmers Republies is really a 
concrete fact.

The United States capitalist 
government, facing the tifth and 


unquestionably Worst winter of 
the series of worsening crises 
since 1929, unable to lift it- 
self by NRA bootstraps, more 
desperately than ever before 
seeks foreign markets. The 
failure of the Lendon Eeono- 
mic Conference, was followed 
quickly by the debaele of the 
recent Disarmament Conference 
and the dissolution, even be- 
fore it was signed of the Four 
Power Pact for anti-Soviet ag- 
gression, The intensified con- 


flict between United States and 
Great Britain in Latin America, 
and between the U. S. and Ja- 
pan in the Far East were im- 
portant factors in the reversal 
of the sixteen year old policy. 
Desperate for Markets 

But the law that water seeks 
its level is no more true than 
that capital inevitably seeks 
markets and profits. And the 
exports from the United States 
have dropped tremendously 
since 1929. In regard to the 
USSR they have fallen from 
$120,000,000 to about $12,- 
000,000 in 1932, This year they 
were still less. And eapitalists 
will sell their “principles” for 
markets wherever a market Is 
seen. 

Pretending to a great victory, 
the capitalist press made much

The function of any Com- 
munist Party on a national 
seale, and of the Communist 


International on an_ interna- 
tional scale is to lead the strug- 
gles of the masses and to or- 
ganize them for the overthrow 
of capitalism, and after that is 
accomplished to lead them in 
the most rapid establishment of 


the Socialist order. 
Soviet Govt. Is Not 
Comintern 
The job ot the Soviet Govern- 
ment, the organ of the dicta- 
torship of the proletariat, is to 
consolidate its power within 
the country, to proceed with 


the building of Socialism and to 
defend the country from imper- 
ialist aggression. Clearly, it 
must establish relations with 
capitalist countries using their 
need for markets and their con- 
flicting interests to postpone the 


imperialist attack as long as 
possible. 
The tremendous advances of 


Soviet economy, under the First 
Five Year Plan, and the great 
progress of the Second Plan, 
prove how invaluable the time 
element is in a world situation 
where decaying capitalism and 
growing Socialism must inevi- 
tably come to. grips. Every 
day’s delay strengthens the de- 
fense the Soviet Union is build- 
ing, and at a rate ineonceiv- 
able to unplanned capitalist 
economy; and every day the 
forces of the international re- 
volution grow stronger. 

The tremendous ovation given 
Litvinov on his return proves 
how important the workers and 
peasants consider the victory. 

Here only those having no 
conception of the workingclass 
struggle, counter-revolutionar- 
ies, renegades or outright fools, 
would believe the stories told 
by the capitalist press. It real- 
ly takes a Trotskyite to make 
the jump to believing that the 
capitalist press lied for sixteen 
years and then suddenly became 
clarions of the untainted truth, 

Does Not Affect 
Comintern 

Litvinov replying to the di- 
rect question that point four 
of the document signifies the 
abandonment of the Communist 
International stated clearly 
“The Third International is not 
mentioned in the document at 


all; you must not read into it 


more than is intended.’ The 
charge of the Trotskyites that 
the right of asylum to persecut- 
ed American revolutionists in 
the USSR is hereby denied is 
equally false. The agreement 
does not mention the right of 
asylum, and, in no way re- 
stricts it. 


These reciprocal agreements 
are such as ure stated express- 
ly or are implied in so-called 


treaties of friendship and eom- 
merece entered into with other 
capitalist nations for vears. Yet, 


to the chagrin of the counter- 
revolutionaries, the Third In- 
ternational still is not dissolv- 
ed, but continues io give its 
leadership to the world revo- 
lutionary movement, 

There is ne question of the 
correctness of the Soviet Goy- 
ernment establishing “peaceful” 


relations with a world still five- 
sixths under capitalism in order 
to strengthen its position, 


But, “The question of the 
class nature of the State and 
the Government must not be 
confused with the question of 
the day to day policy of our 
government,”” Stalin has point- 


ed out many times, 
Capitalism vs. Communism 


Only those who close their 
eyes to facts would deny the 
character of the present period 

-the co-existance of capitalism 


and the Socialist 
the uneven development of ca- 
pitalism in various countries 
as a main factor, which, utiliz- 
ed correctly, enables the very 
existence and growth of Soci- 
alism to progress at the ex- 
pense of capitalism’s decay. 

The transition from world 
capitalism to world Socialism 
cannot be other than a series 
of struggles over a long period, 
and during that perisd ihe 
frowing Socialism, like a. skil- 
full fighter, protects itself from 
the blows (boycott, bloekades, 
armed attack, etc.) of its enemy, 
at the same time pressing heme 
at every Weakness and every 
opening. 


“Go As Traders” 


This method was outlined 
Lenin in March, 1922, when in 
discussing the decision of the 
Soviet Government to partiei- 
pate the Genoa Conference, 
he said: “We do not conceal 
that we go there as traders, 
because we absolutely need to 
trade with capitalist countries 
as long as they have not yet 
collapsed.” Aud” furtherceTnie 
bourgeois countries have 
trade with Russia. They know 
that without this or other 
forms of economic relations 
their collapse will go faster 
than hitherto.”’ And no one 
knows the nearness of the ecol- 
lapse of American capitalism 
better than Roosevelt, agreeing 
to recognition though he knows

that thereby he hastens im- 
measurably the day of doom by 
giving greater strength to his 
enemy. His willingness to 
grant recognition and let the 
much-publicized Tsarist debts 
discussion wait is but one in- 
dication of this. 

While the Soviet Government 
understands that peace pacts 


and non-aggression pacts are far 


from guarantees of peace, they 
delay the war upon the USSR. 
And they demonstrate to the 
masses of the entire world the 
essentially peaceful nature of 
Socialism and the war-like 
character of capitalism,

But in addition, the under- 
takings of the USSR given to 
capitalist governments in fur- 
therance of peace and normal 
relations, instead of being a 
repudiation of its obligations 
to the International Revolution, 
are in fact a fulfillment of that 
obligation. It is but a carrying 
out of that part of the Pré- 
gram of the Communist Inter- 
national which declares that 
“The internal consolidation § of 
the proletarian dictatorship 
the USSR, the success of Soci- 
alist construction, the growth 


of influence and authority of 
the Workers and Peasants Re- 
publics among the masses of 


the proletariat and the oppress- 
ed colonial peoples signifies the 
continuation, intensification and 
expansion of the International 
Social Revolution.” 

Recognition means no_ per- 
manent peace, nor does it lessen 


the danger of war. Indeed, it 
is More likely that Japan, re- 
alizing the growth of strength 
in the Far Eastern Provinces, 
May only the sooner make her 
attempt to seize the territory 
east of Lake Baikal. 

Defend the Soviet Union! 

Capitalist seeking of USSR 
markets does not change its 


fundamental policy of encircling 
the Soviet Union and waging a 
counter-revolutionary War to 
smash it if possible, and restore 
a world bourgeois regime. The 
task of defending the Soviet 
Union really becomes more im- 
portant following reeognition 
than ever it was before. 

One method of carrying out 
this task is building the Friends 
of the Soviet Union into a unit- 
ed front mass organization of 
all those sympathetie to the 
USSR. The conditions for carry- 
ing that out are now more 
favorable than before. 

The Friends of the Soviet 
Union National Conventien in 
New York Jan. 26-28 should be 


a reflection of that increased 
and broadened movement for 
support and defense of the 


USSR and all should work ta 
see that the organizations or 
trade unions of which they are 
members should be represented 
with delegates.
